The reconcentrados, or noncombat- 
ants, have been dying of starvation by 
the thousands because they were not 
allowed to raise crops on their land, 
beiug driven from their homes and 
forced to abide in the towns. 

Comez sends a message telling the 
American army to land at Matanzas, 
bringing only fever imiuunes in the 
first division. This message is taken 
as a definite settlemant of the place of 
landing, and nothing now remains but 
push the troops into the island. 

The lot of the private soldier is not 
an unpleasant one.

The Cabinet and Fresident have de- 
cided to annihilate the Spanish fleet if 
Sampson has to cross the Atlantic 
They will send troops to Manila f >r 
the occupancy of the island. They 
have so far decided to send troops to 
Cuba for the occupancy of the island 
as early as possible. 

On account of the great financial dis- 
tress in Havanna the merchants are 
not very well supplied with provisions. 
The country near the towns was laid 
waste by Weyler, a policy that will re- 
sult in a boomerang finish, and the 
gaunt specter of famine stalks through- 
out the island. This is now being alle- 
viated by cargoes of food from the 
United States. 

Gen. Miles has recommended a thor- 
ough mingling of the volunteers and 
regular soldiers, and the plan has been 
adopted.

Transportation for 10,000 
men has been arranged by fleet ships 
from San Francisco It is expected 
that 5,000 will be ready to leave in 
five days, and as many more five days 
later.

1 he batteries of Matanzas have 
again Lent shelled, this time by the 
Dupont and Hornet, The light-house 
was also destroyed. Under protec- 
tion of the Dupont's guns the Herald 
and Courier-Journal dispatch boat 
landed near Matanzas and picked up 
Capt Diaz, who had been landed by 
the Leydcn, May 4, to communicate 
with the insurgents. Diaz was con- 
veyed to Key West He 
is withdrawing the troops 
interior and is hurrying 
ward and to the sea-coast The Span- 
iards are trying to induce the Cubans 
•to join them and fight the United 
States. The insurgents under Colonel 

The regular United States army to- 
day consists oi 10 regiments of cavalry, 
7 regiments of artillery and 25 regi 
ments of infantry — that is, complete, a 
body of 42,000 men. But as there are 
only about 27,000 soldiers some of the 
regiments are really nothing more 
than battalions of from four to eight 
mp-iaies The maximum number in 
either a cavalry or artillery regiment 
is 12 companies of 150 each, or 1,8009 
men. The distinguishing marks on

'1 h>i 
militia of the States are ar.ned with 
p'** fssht— ■ 1 S t iringfi -Ids and similar 
out-of-date weapons. When it is sa d 
that a Springfi Id ritla shoots twenty- 
five bullets a minute with a range of 
4,000 yards, against lefty shots a min- 
ute at 0,000 yards for the new regula- 
tion Krag-Jorgeuson, a very imperfect 
notion is given of the difference- in e*- 
.ectivencss between the twe weapons. 
The difference lies mainly in the in- 
creased "danger space" where the 
Krag-Jorgenson is used. The velocity 
of the projectile fired by the Krag-Jor- 
genson is so great that its course thro' 
the air is nearly horizontal, so that it 
would kill a man who stood anywhere 
between the muzzle of tne r.fle and a 
distance of three miles. A Spriug- 
fi :ld bullet, on the other hand, might 
kill at two m'les, but, if properly aim- 
ed for such a range, would go over the 
head of a mau standing a mile away. 

Commodore Dewey has been heard 
f -om and the American people are 
compensated for the delay by the grat- 
ifying information that the victory at 
Manila was even m ire complete and 
glorious than first reports made it. 
Not only was the Spanish 11 jet c.oni- 
p'.etely destroyed and tha forts cap- 
tured, leaving Dawey master of Ma- 
nila Biy, but this result was accom- 
plished without the loss of a single 
life on the American ships and with 
only eight wouudjd. N jt an Ameri- 
can ship was disabled or even serious- 
ly disabled. Admiral Dewey-for he 
has been promoted — had not taken 
Manila when his dispatch boat, bring- 
ing the reports printed today, left Ma- 
nila on M ty 4, but he is in a position 
to take it whenever he gets ready. It 
will be remembered that the Spanish 
ofti :ial reports last Sunday of the bat- 
tle of Manila aroused false hopes of 
victory at Madrid by interp-eting the 
withdrawal of the American ships af- 
ter the first two hours' fighting as an 
indication that the Americans had 
been badly damaged. It now appears 
that Commodore Dewey only with- 
drew for breakfast, after which he fin- 
ished the job in short order.

Hen- 
ry T. Stanton, Kentucky's poet 
laureate, died suddenly Sunday. He 
was the author of several volumes of 
poems. His fame in that hold rested 
chiefly Cm the ' Moneyless Man," " Out 
of the Old Year Into the New," "Jacob 
Rrown" and others. 

He served with distinction in the 
confederate army as adjutant of the 
staff of Cen.

Since the war 
he had held numerous political offices, 
and for many years was editor-in-chu f 
of the Yeoman, the otik-iul state paper, 
He was a son of the late Richard II.

He has 
been entertaining Paul and his com- 
rades The iiu>b surround the house 
and ery. "Bring out those tur hiilent 
preachers! They are iuterferiny: with 
our business. They are ruining our 
religion! They are actually turning 
the world upside down!" 

The eharsjS) was true; for there is 
nothing that so i 11 t. i feres with sin, 
there is nothing so ruinous to every 
form of established inbjuity, there is 
nothing that has such tendency to turn 
the world upside down, as our glorious 
Christianity. The fact is that the 
world now is wrong sitle up, und It 
needs to be turned upside down In 
order that it may be right side mm, The 
time was when men wrote books en- 
titling them "Apologies for Christian- 
ity." 1 hope that 4 ay has passed. We 
want no more apologies for Christian- 
ity. Let. the apologies he on the 
part of those who do not lielicve in 
our religion. We do not mean to 
make any compromise in the 
matter. We do not wish to hide the 
faet tiiat Christianity is revolutionary, 
mid that its tendency is to turn the 
world upside down. Our religion has 
often been misrepresented as a prin- 
ciple of tears, anil mildness, and fasti- 
diousness; afraid of crossing peo- 
ple's prejudices; afraid of mak- 
ing somebody mad; with silken 
gloves, lifting the lieople up 
from the church pew into glory, as 
though they were Bohemian glass, so 
very delicate that with one Uvic'.i it 
may lie demolished forever.

That is the firral 
result. A man's arm is out of place. 
Two men come, and with great effort 
put it back to the socket. It goes back 
with great pain. Then he gets well. 
Our world 19 horribly disordered and 
out of joint. It must come under 
an omnipotent surgery, beneath which 
there will lie 1 uln and aajpaMi K-fore 
there can MMM perfect health and 
quiet. 1 proclaim, therefore, tit the 
name of Sty lord Jesus Christ— Revolu- 
tion! 

The religion of the Bible will make 
a revolution in the family. Those 
things that are wrong in the family 
circle will be overthrown by it. while 
justice and harmony will take the 
place. The husband will lie the head 
of the household only when he is lit to 
be.

It will steal from the little ones 
neither ball nor bate, nor hoop nor 
kite. It will establish a family altar. 
Angels will hover over it. Ladders of 
light will reach down to it The glory 
of Heaven will stream upon it The 
books of remembrance will record it; 
and tides of everlasting blessedness 
will po«r from it Not such a family 
altar as you may have seen, 
where the prayer is long, and a 
long chapter is read, with tedi- 
ous explanation, and the exercise 
keeps on until the children's knees are 
sore, and their backs ache, and their 
patience is lost, and for the seventh 
time they have counted all the rungs 
in the chair; but I mean a family altar 
such as may have been seen in your 
father's house.

It serins as if the 
church were chiefly anxious to take 
care of itself; and if we hear of want, 
and squalor, and heathenism outside, 
we say, "What a pity!' - aq 1 we put our 
hands in our pockots, and wo feel 
around for a two-cent piece, and with 
a great flourish we put it upon the 
plate, and are amazed thut the world 
is not converted in six weeks. Sup- 
pose there were a great w ar: and there 
were 300.000 soldiers, but of all those 
300.000 soldiers, excepting 10 men, were 
In their tents, or scouring their mus- 
kets, or cooking rations. You would 
say. "Of course defeat must come in 
that case." It is worse than that in 
the church. Millions of the professed 
soldiers of Jesus Christ are ccoking 
rations, or asleep in their tents, while 
only one man here and there goes out 
to do battle for the Lor i. 

"But." says some one. "we are estab- 
lishing a great many miss! ns. and 1 
think they will save the masses.'' No, 
they will not do it They are doing a 
magnificent work, but every mission 
chapel is a confession of the disease 
and weakness of the church. It 
ig making a dividing line be- 
tween the classes. It Is saying to the 
rich and to the well conditioned: "If 
you can pay your pew rents come to 
the main audience room." It is say- 
insr to the poor man: "Your coat 
is too bad and yi ur shoes are not good 
enough. If you want to get to Heaven 
yon will have to go by the way of the 
mission chapel." The mission chapel 
has become the kitchen, where the 
church does its sloppy work. There 
are hundreds and thousands ot 
churches in this country— gorgeously 
built and supported— that. ,iven on 
bright and sunshiny days, are not half 
full of worshipers, and yet they are 
building mission chapels, because, by 
some expressed or implied regulation, 
the great masses of the people are kept 
out of the main audience room. 

Now I say that any place of worship 
which Is appropriate* for one class is
